CONGRESS IN SESSION AGAIN.
Tar socond session of the Forty-first Congress
began at noonto.day, and, as both houses nre
already fully organized, there is uo impadi-
ment to the immediate resamption of bnsi-
ness, It is generally understood, however,
that but little will be accomplished natil after
the oustomary Christinas recess, and the in-
torval between the present and the beginning
of tho new year will doubiless be devoted to
commitles work, a general comparison of
notes, buncombe specches, and a careful con-
sideration of the claims of the lobby. But
when the great legislative mill gets fairvly
under way the indications are that there
will be a lively time and a very heavy grist.

If Congress should devote its whole time to
the consideration of the measures proposed at
the brief session of about three weeks held
immediately after the inanguration of Presi-
dent Grant, it would be fully employed until
the close of the present term. During the
few days of the spring session over three
hundred bills and about twenty joiul resolu-
tions were presented in the Senate; winle in
the House there wera presented four hundred
and twenty-one bills aud over sixty joint raso.
lutions, making a total of about eight hun-
dred measures which are now pending. Early
in the seasion just commencing, it is probable
that quite as many new measnres will be pre.
sented, and from this immense mass of em-
bryo legislation must be selected the com-
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investigations in which they have beon en-
gaged during the racess,
Then thero is the great Cuban yuestion,

delay. An earnest offort will undoubtedly be
made to compromise our refations, not only
with Spain, but with all the great powers of
Europe, by according to the Cuban insur-
gents a recognition of belligerent righta, and
to the Cuban republic a place in the sister-
hood of nations. The sympathies of the en-
tire Amorican people are heartily enlisted in
the patriot canso, but Congress should oxer-
cie the groatest care in any aotion whioh it
may take, and above all avoid the adoption of
& policy that is not striotly in keeping with
the wellknown rales of international law.
The great danger is that our sympathies with

| & heroic and struggling people may get the

paratively few propositions which will succend '

in running the ganntlet of both houses.

The question that will probably receive the
earliest definite action is that pertaining fo
reconstruction. This great work is happily
approaching completion,  Virginia, Missis.
sippi, and Texas, the threa States which alone
were unrepresented at the spring session,
have held their elections doring the reocass,
and in each of them the Congressionnl policy
has received an overwhelming endorsement,
althongh in Yirginia, and probably in Taxas,
also, the so-called radical tickets have sus-
tained defeat., Yet in all
States the elections were conducted with as

much fairness as eould be expected, even if not |

with as muoh as could be desired, and there
i no substantial reason why they should not
be at once fully restored to all their relations
to the Union and their legal representation in
Congress. But while Virginia, Mississipp/,
and Texas will doubtless be at once remanded
to their former positions in the sisterhood of
States, aserious attempt will be made,at least, to
unsettle the present status of Georgia. 1t iy
unquestionable that the so-called Democricy of
this State have acted in bad faith and taken
advantage of the first opportunity which was
presented to inaugurate a reactionary policy.
If the faithless demagogues who have gotten
the npper hand can be brought by Congrass
to a rense of their daty, without a general
unsettling of the whole reconstruction pro-
cess in this Btate, it will be well; but if the
dominant party in Georgia should prove re.
fractory, it will become a serions question as
to whether or not it is the duty of Congress
to counteract their intrigues by unseating
their delegations and compelling them to go
through the ceremony of recomstruction a
second time.

But
with both the President and the Secretary of
the Treasury inopposition, it is probable that
the only mischief they will be able to acom.
plish will be a consumption of the time of
Congress, and a fostering of the fesling of
uncertainty which serves as a stronghold for
the reckless speculating element throughout
tha country.

It will
be obvious to the reader that satisfaclory
legislation upon all these subjects will de-
mund a degroe of industry, honesty, and
sound statesmanship which is not always
centred at Washington during
of Congress.
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CONGRESSIONAL JODBERY,
In addition to the profitable work laid out for
the present session of Congress, a sketeh of
which is given in another article, there is an
infinitude of jobs on hand, over one hundred
bills and resolutions having lLeen introduced
at the spring session and being now pending,
which provide for aiding the construction of
railroads, canals, and similar public and pri-
vate enterprises, A summary of the amount
of pulilic land which the Congressional advo-
cates of these different schemes propose to
give the persons interested in them may well
startle the reader who imagines for a mo-
ment that the public domain is not
intended for the oxclusive  benefit
of speculators., The proposed railrond grants
involve the construction of 135,490 miles of
road in the South and West, by the aid of a
subsidy which foots up an aggregate of
216,454,746 acres! And this vast extent of
tervitory, which is egual to fully secen and
one-third times the entive arca of Pennsyl-
cania, does not include an acre of the grants
to railroads which bave fallen throngh by
lapse of time, bul which it is proposed to re-
vive to the extent of several millions of aores!
In addition to the proposed railroad grants,
bills are pending which give away 2,721,000
additionnal acres to canal enterprises and river

and other improvements; while by one
other measure it is proposed
to appropriate 19,100,000 extra aocies

to assist in the construction of the China and
Pacific Telegraph Cable, which, it is esti-
mated, will be not less than three thousand
miles in length. An additional 10,000,000 of
acres is allotted by varions other bills, swell-
ing the grand total to 243,475,740 acres,
equal to nearly eight and one-half tiuwes the
area of Pennsylvania, or to the combined
areas of the six New Englund States, Naew
York, New Jorsey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, In-
diann, Michigan, Illinois, and Kentucky! And,
in addition to all this grand gift of territory,
the proposed measures involve the guarantee-
ing by the Nalional Government of the inte-
rest on railroad bonds aggregating a principal
of #104,300,000, the annual intercst of which
will amount to 6,258,000, independently of
the proposed Mississippi River Leves bonds,
the amonnt of which ean not be estimated with
any degree of precision. In view of this
startling statement, it will be well for the
people to keop their oyes on the doings of
their representatives at Washington.
